Viorthwood WMarehes On ..... 


No one in the huge crowd of some 
1,500 people attending the North- 
wood Premiere Shorthorn Sale last 
October will ever forget this thrill- 
ing experience. One of the largest 
crowds ever to attend an auction 
of any breed, it contained cattle- 
men from all over the world. 


For many it was their first visit 
to Northwood, and naturally some 
came out of curiosity, wondering 
what they would see. After they 
saw the cattle there could be no 
doubt in anyone’s mind that not 
only was this one of the greatest 
sale offerings of all time, but that 
they also had seen one of the great- 
es cow herds and herd bull batter- 
ies in the history of the breed. 


Records fell. The $2,482 aver- 
age was the highest for a Short- 
horn sale in the United States since 
the record breaking Edellyn sale 
of 1953 ... and, it should be re- 
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membered that the Edeliyn aver- 
age was made on just 34 lots, while 
Northwood sold nearly twice that 
many, 62 lots. Furthermore, no 
animals at Northwood were 
dropped at the end of the sale in 
order to maintain a high average.

The 
herdsman at Findowrie, Mr. Petrie, 
is a son of the old Millhills herds- 
man and when Findowrie was 
founded five years ago it was done 
so on tops from the Millhills Dis- 
persion, 


Northwood has now purchased 
five entire herds in their building 
program.

ing new contacts among people who 
are interested in the registered 
business and others who are prin- 
cipally interested in commercial 
cattle production.
